Council to Vote on Administrative Regulation Regarding the Display of Flags. 
 

Council will vote on this regulation this Thursday, September 12. This vote follows extensive 

discussion and public review. The regulation outlines both how the U.S. flag should be 

displayed, and affords a structured opportunity for Mayor and Council to display other flags and 

banners. “Other flags and banners may only be displayed upon the issuance of a federal or state 

proclamation or resolution or a proclamation by the Mayor and Council. All flags and banners  

will  be  displayed  with authorization  by  the  Town  Administrator  as  prescribed  by  the  

applicable  proclamation or resolution.”
